WHY HE RETIRED FROM GRANT'S CABINBT, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Dec. 21.—The Hartford, Conn., 
Times publishes to-day an interview with ex- 
Postmaster-General Jewell on the story that his 
retirement from Grant’s Cabinet was due to the 
exertions of Collector Murphy, who was angry 
at Jewell’s neglect to make au appointment re- 
quested by him. Jeweh states that Grant never 
gave any clew to his motive in asking his 
resignation of the portfolio of the Postal De- 
partment, yet he was not inclined to ascribe it 
to Murphy's machinations. Continuing, Jewell 
remarked that he was strongly inclined to the 
belief that his advocacy of Bristow’s nomination 
had much to do with his dismissal, Bristow 
and Jewell were very friendly and very inti- 
mate, and Jewell made no secret toGrant that 
he, preferred his nomination, nor that 
he, together with Fis aud Kobeson, 
were earnestly opposed te the urd Presidential 
term. Grant did not Uke Brisiow, ‘remarked 
Jewell. He had many of his appointments 
changed, and did not fcel hke tolerating any of 
Bristow’s friends. Ou the contrary, all his 
prejudices were iu favor or Cameron Murphy, 
and other Ring men, who engineered the political 
machine. In conclusion, Jewell remarked that 
his neglect to appoint Murphy's inend was a 
mere ipadvertence, and whatever iuflucuce 
Murphy may have used with Grant to effect his 
removal from the Cabinet—thatis, if he did so— 
could not reflect upon his (Jeweill’s) honor or 
official course.

THE SITUATION. 
A CALL ron 300,000 Monk TURKS. 
{By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. | 
Lonpon, Dec. 22—4 a, m. A fresh levy of 
300,000 men will be ordered by the Porte in 
a day or two, and the Russian advance is to 
be resisted to the bitter end. The Turkish 
policy is tb hold every position until driven 
out, but not to leave large forces to be 
captured in fortified places. If thé Russian 
armies can be held in check until the new 
levy is mobilized, Turkey hopes to take the 
Offensive and obtain England’s assistance. 
The report comes of the probable recall of 
Midhat Pasha to the Turkish Cabinet. 
‘BULEIMAN PASHA 
is to have supreme command and carte 


blanche as to the means of defense, the non 


interference of the war counsel in Constan- 
tinople being guaranteed. The Greek and 
Roman Patriarchs will refuse to read the call 


of wild rumors. It concludes as follows: No 
course can be more reasonable and obvious than 
that at this juncture the Government should 
desire to consult with Parliament as soon as it 
can without unnecessary inconvenience. 
Whether they contemplate interference or 
mediation, or simply means of securing a good 
position in the final settlement of the question, 
they cannot but teel the need of Parliamentary 
support, As soon as Parliament is called to- 
gether we shall have the main consid- 
erations on all sides of the great issue forci- 
bly stated and clearly argued, and the na- 
tion will have an opportunity of weighing the 
various courses recommended to it. The 
Ministry will see whether they can 
honorably assume, as they baye on the whole 
had a right to assume Htherto, that they are 
carrying into effect the wishes of the country at 
large, and both at home aud abroad we shall see 
our way more clearly. It does not seem ueces- 
sary to look beyond these plain considerations 
in order to understand why the Ministers have

At 12:30 Van Dyke was brought to the scaf- 
fold with his arms pinioned, and when asked if 
he had any remarks to make, spoke as follows: 

I will speak a few words to these genticmen, one 
and all. old and young: Beware of bad company 
and liquor; beware of bad company, for it leads to 
something worse. May God have merey on my 
dearsoul. lam not guilty, but am not afraid to 
meet God this afternoon. 

After a short prayer, the noose was adjusted 
at 12:40, and two and a balf minutes later the 
drop fell. Van Dyke breathed” heavily for over 
ene minute, and at 12:57 was pronounced dead. 

Van Dyke was but 19 years of age, and only 
one week married when he kilied his wife. He 
claimed, last night, that John Claffe, a farmer, 
had seduced the girl, aud gave him $25 to marry 
her.

THE DEATH OF VICTOR EMMANUEL’S WIFE. 

By Cable to New York Herald. 

Lonpon, Dec. 20.—The Herald correspondent 
in Rome telegraphs that the Countess Miraflore, 
wife of King Victor Emmanuel, is reported dead 
in Turin. The King starts thither to-day. 

The Almanach de Gotha has persisted in call- 
ing her the “morganatic” wife of the King, 
but this is said to have been simply a concession 
to the Aawt ton. She was married to the King 
early in 1860 by a Jesuit priest in the most 
formal and regular manver.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. 21.—All the preliminary 
arrangements for the execution to-dav of Henry 
Norfolk, condemned to death for the murder of 
his wife Sallie, were concluded yesterday. The 
seaflold was within the jail-yard, and but a lim- 
ited number were admitted within the inclosure, 
althougu the grounds surrounding the jail being 
elevated, the dread ceremonies were witnessed 
by an immense crewd, of which the colored pop- 
ulation formed no ineousiderabie part. ; 

The prisoner’s cell window overlooked the 
site where the workmen were cugagcd yester- 
day in ereeting the scaffoild,but the doomed 
man was unable to nerve himseli to witness their 
labors. The hammering added to his terrors, 
and tye condemned man moaned and wept like 
a child, 

Ine crime was committed on the 28th of May 
last, near Friendship, in this county, under cir- 
cumstances as narrated by the prisoner as fol- 
lows: 

I left my house ten minutes before 8 in the 
morning, my wife leaving about the same time. 
She went to the tobacco- bed to get cabbage-sprouts 
und took a different direction from myself. We 
voth got to the tobacco-bed about the same time. 
Leut the cabbage-—plants. No unpteasant words 
occurred at the tobacco- bed. I gave her the basket 
after | cut the plants. She started for home ahead 
of me. When 1 gave her the basket she said she 
did not think there were enough of greens. When 
che reached the beech-treé under which she was 
killed I raised tue club to kill her, bat my heart 
faiied me, and I could not do it. When we got out 
of the woos [told ber to come back and I would 
cut her more sprouts. When we returned the sec- 
ond time from the tobacco-bed, as we reached the 
beech-tree, I raised the club and struck her on the 
head. She fell. Her bonnet rolled off. The bas- 
ket slipped down, and tacn she attempted to rise 
und looxed at me, but dia not speak or cry out. 
gave her several more blows. 

The prisoner acknowledged that his motive 
in committing the crime was his passion for his 
wie's sister, 16 years old, with Whom he had 
become infatuated. He was also exasperated 
with his wife because she had so many girl 
babies, the youngest, only 6 weeks old at the 
time of the murder, being her third. The pris- 
ouer had had the devoted attendance of clergy- 
men since his incarceration, and it is thought he 
was truly pcnitent. He was completely broken 
down, and on the scaifold wept copiously. He 
made a short speech, acknowledging his guilt 
and confessing his sins. The drop fella few 
minutes past II o’elock, and the crime of Henry 
Norfolk was expiated by his death.

The Sheriff then 
pinioned the prisoner, who repeatedly shouted 
** Good-by”” to the crowd. When the drop was 
sprung the rope slipped and Norfolk was 
strangled to death.

THE CANAL. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BOARD. 

The Board of Commissioners of the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal held their annual meeting at Lock 
port Tuesday and Wedeesday. All the members, 
jaciuding Messrs. Glover, Kingman, and Shaw, 
were present. 

Daniel C. Jenne, the Chief Engineer, submitted 
his report,—a lengthy document, covering 6fty- 
eight pages of foolscap closely written, of which 
the following is an abstract: 

Tne work on the lock and dam at 

COPPERAS CREEK 

for the Improvement of the I!llnois River has been 
completed and in use since Oct. 23 last. This 
makes ninety miles of completed navigation, with 
seven feet depth of water at all seasons of the 
year when the river is open. The work 
ie given in detail in the report. The 
total cost of the whole work was 8410. 107. 31, of 
which $347, 747.51 was expended by the State end 
$62, 359. 80 by the United States. The original es- 
timate was $427,493, and was made in December, 
1870. The difference of cost and the estimate 
was $17, 385. 69. 

Details of the construction of the Spring Lake 
Canal, or outlet to the Illinois River, are also 
given. The cost of the work was $4,585.40, to 
which will be added the cost of condemning the 
land appropriated for the same. 

Mr. Jenne makes a statement regarding the in- 
vestigation by a committee of five of the General 
Assembly of 


CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES 
to the overflowed lands above the dam at Henry. 
The meetings were held in Juiy and August lust at 
Henry and Princeton, and he was present at the 
request of Commissioner Ki His testimony 
was taken on the 17th of August, and he has the 
following to say in relation to it: 

In the afternoon I was cross-questioned by 
claimants’ attorney. a man who was a member of 
the House of Representatives of the last General 
Assembly, and was instrumental in getting the 
resolution [for the investigation) passed. but be- 
fore the examination commenced resigned his seat 
and became the attorney for most of the large list 
of claimants. He remarked before the Committee 
that the State was only permitted to be represent - 
ed as a matter of courtesy, or words to that effect. 
He also undertook to get the Committee to take 
possession of my record-book of water-gauges, 
and I was in consequence required to make a 
copy for the Committee of ail that had not 
been published in former reports, which took a 
week of hard labor, when my time was required in 
the construction of the work at Copveras Creek. 
He even went #0 far as to undertake to give me a 
lecture in regard to my duties as an Engineer, and 
for presuming to appear in his august presence to 
look after the interests of the State when his 
clients ha“ so good a case without my testimony to 
Offset against wha e had proved in their favor by 
using for witnesses others of his clients. 

CONCERNING THE FUTURE IMPROVEMENT 
of the Illinois River, the Engineer says it will re- 
uire three more locks and dams to complete the 
in rovement, which is estimated to cost $1. 350, - 
one lock to be located at Beardstown or a few 
miles below, one at or near Bedford, and the 
other about six miles above the month of 
the river. With these locks and dams 
built, the river will become one of the most im- 
portant channels of commerce in the United 
States, and perhaps in the world. At all seasons 
of navigation, steamboats, prepellera, tires, 
barges, and other water craft drawing six feet of 
water can navigate the same, und. with this in 
crease of depth, can more successfully compete 
tor the carrying trade than any other route, and 
produce a great saving in cost to the shipper and 
rodacer. Freight can be transported from St. 
uls to Chicago for one-half cent per ton per 
mile. The distance being about 370 miles, would 
be $1.85 per ton. or 94 cents per 100 pounds, which 
would be 5.55 cents per bushel for wheat and 5. 18 
cents for corn. and only about one-fourth of this 
ameunt would de for tolls vn the canai and Jocks, 
which would give $1.40 per ton net freight. Eicht 
canal-boats and a propeller of a tug can pass each 
lock on the river at one lockage, aud all would 
carry from 1,800 to 2,000 tons of freight, giving 
not less than $2,500 above toils. For the return 
trip from Chicago these same boats wouid transport 
from 1,000,000 to 1. 200. 000 feet of pine lumber 
at $3 per m. making freight bills not less than 
above tolls. This gives $5,000 for freight 
above tolle for the round trip, „nich could be made 
im twoweeks. ‘The estaolished freight by railroads 
for distances equal to that between St. Louis and 
Chicago is 11.91 cents per bushel for wheat, and 
11 14 cents for corn. For pine lumber it is $6.25 
per m. which is more than double the freight oy 

river and canal. 

If the funds were provided, the locks and dams 
could be builtin three years. It would require, 
say, $550, the first year, $450.000 the second 
year, a 50, 000 the last year, and the net rgve- 
mues of the canal and locks onthe river ougift to 
produce $350,000 by tne time this work is com- 
vieted. This will leave $1. 000, 000 to be provided 
from other sources in the three years, wh ch can 
all be repaid, with the interest, in five years after 
its completion, from the increased revenues of tue 

and river. 

At the request of the old Board of Commission- 
ers, the Engineer made 

A TRIP OVER THE CANAL, 

from Chi to Lockport, May 31 last. and found 
that part of the work in good order. On dane 12 
and 13 be made an examination of the rest of the 
canal. On the 15th of that month he made esti- 
mates of the cost of the necessary repairs on all the 
structures before the Ist of April, 1879, and on 
the 17tn of June he made up a report and sent it 
tothe Board. Atthe request of Supt. Thomas he

28 he examined the «tone at the several quarries, in 
company with the Superintendent. and recom- 
mended the selection of that offered by 
Singer & Talcott, the stone to de furnished 
this season, in order that the lock may be but 
before the opening of navigation next spring.

The authorities of the City of Chicago. or some 
other parties, have constructed adam across this 


ditch the past season which is two 
feet lower than the natural bauks of the 
river, and there is now six inches 


of water flowing over it. The dam is about ffty 
feet long, andthe water which passes over runs 
rapidly down through a narrow channel, taking 
with it the soft vegetable mold or mud of this 
swamp land, and deposits a large portion of it in 
the canal here at Lockport; amounting toa half- 
inch every twenty-four bours during a considerable 
wortion of the year. In some places where I had 
redged out last year and left eight feet of water 
we found less than four feet when we commenced 
dredging this season. The cost of dredging at the 
Lockport end of the canal has been 86, 483.04, 
making a grand totalof expenses forthe year, 
chargeable to the Ogden and Wentworth Ditch, of 
$16, 475. 94. 
THE DEPOSITS FROM THIS DITCH 

do not all stop here at the Lockport end of the 
level. The next level below is so filled up that it 
is very difficn)t for boats to meet and pass. The 
upper part of the cana! above Dam No. 1 at Joliet, 
and the channel of the canal in front of the Peni- 
tentiary dock, is so filled up that loaded boats can 
not land. In this part ot the canal, where the 
water used to be eleven feet deep, itis not now 
over three feet, and fortwo miles below Joliet 
heavy deposits are being made. 


l have been calling the attention of the Canal 


Commissioners, the Mayor, and the Common Coun- 
cllof the City of Chicago. and their Chief En- 

ineer, the Board of Health, and the Board of Pub- 

e Works, to this diversion of the Despiaines River 
through this ditch foralongtime. They have vis- 
ited the same at different aimes, —and also the late 
Wilham B. Ogden,—and inspected its workings, 
and all. without one dissenting opinion, agreed 
that these views of the effect and operation of this 
ditch were correct, and that it should and must be 
closed. 

The building of the low dam across the head of 
the ditch, this season, has not helped the matter so 
far as the canal or city is concerned, and unless it 
is entirely closed it had been better to have it in 
its former condition. The first high water we 
have will cut around this dam, the rent be made 
worse than before, and an increased quantity of 
material plowed out and sent forward to the canal.

gold cup from his brother-in-law and pawued it 
lor the same purpose, but did not think he had.

The Committee on Gas met yesterday afternoon 
in the City Clerk's office to consider an ordinance 
directing the Mayor and Comptroller to make a 
contract for the lighting and extinguishing of 
street lamps. It should be here remarked that 
heretofore the gas campanies have attended to 
the lighting and extinguishing, and have been gov- 
erned therein by a time-table adopted by the City 
Council. But a short time ago the city advertised 
for bids for the work, and a man named Luli made 
the lowest of six bids. The price he asks is nine 


mills per lamp each night. The price at 
present paid the gas companies is fifteen 
mille per lamp. r. Lull was present to 


speak for himself, Mr. Watkins spoke for the 
South Side Gas Company, of which he is the Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Dean, the Superintendent of the 
West Side Gas Company, represented Mr. Billings 
and his interests. A great deal of talking back and 
forth was done by Mesers. Dean and Watkins, as 
opposed to Mr. Lull, and from what was said it 
waslearned that the workin question costs at 
present about $58,000 per year, whereas Mr. Luli 
proposes to do the kame for about $23, 000 less, and 
still have a handsome profit for himself. The gas- 
men argued that if the work was done 
b a contractor standing between the 
olty and the gas companies there would always 
be trouble, because if the contractor's employes 
neglected their duties and left the lamps burning 
beyond the time-table time for their extinction, 
they, the gas men, would certainly charge for the 
gas consumed, and the city uld be obliged to 
pay the extra cost, while if any of the gas compa- 
bys men negiected their work there was a remed 

inthe discharge of those men. They also sai 

that there was no justice in making them furnish 
gas for the city and giving them nothing to say in 
regard to the use and Smeasurement of the quan- 
tity consumed. The Committee agreed somewhat 
in these arguments, and were decidedly of the 
opinion that it would be vastly preferable to have 
the work done by the gas companies, yet 
the difference in the amounts demanded by the bid- 
ders was so greatthat Mr. Lull's bid was deemed 
worthy of greatconsideration. A resolution was 
adopted to the effect that the Mayor acquaint the 
yas companies with the fact that if they reduced 
their bid to ten mills or one cent per lamp each 
night they could have the recommendation of the 
Committee. Otherwise they should recommend 
that the contract be made with Mr. Lull. During 
the course of the debate Mr. Lull stated that he 
knew that the test-lamp' was lighted simu!ta- 


neously with the first street lamp, and 
that it was not extinguished until the 
last street lamp was extingnisbed. In 


other words, that the test-lamp was not lighted 
and extinguished on schedule time. Now, the 
„ test-lamp is the representative lamp of all in 
the city, aud, if it were allowed to burnjevena short 
time longer than the time-table allowed. the indi- 
cator thereto attached would bear solemn witness 
that each lamp had burned more gas than had 
actually been consumed, —a very happy diflerence 
for the gas companies, especially since there are 
about 10. 000 street lamps in the city.

GEORGE MUIRHEAD. 


To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Lake, Dec. 18.—The undersigned citizens and 
taxpayers of the Town of Lake desire most earn- 
estly to protest against. the unjust assaults upon 
the character and official conduct of George Muir- 
head which have recently been published in Tus 
Tribune and 7imes. 

Mr. Muirhead has been a citizen of the Town of 
Lake nine years. He wae elected Assessor and 
member of the Boara of Trustees in April, 1874, 
and re-elected every year since, always after a 
bitter contest, and always by a large majority, in 
every instance leading his ticket. At the election 
in April, 1877, when the opposition (the same fac- 
tion noW filling the daily papers with their false 
accusations) made their fiercest fight. he received 
a majority of 319 votes at Englewood, 137 at the 
Stock Yards, 47 at the Car-Shops, and 89 in the 
precinct comprising the farming distmct and being 
the entire west half of the town, where only 12 
votes were cast against him, thus carrying every 
precinct in the town, and entirely disproving the 
charge that he is kept in position by the Stock- 
Yards vote or influence. 

Mr. Muirhead’s assessments have alwaye been 
deemed fair aad honorable, and during the four 
yeare he has been Aegsessor his figures have never 
been changed by the Committee of the County 
Board. ' 

The same party now making charges against him 
of favoritiem towards the Union Stock-Yards Com- 
pany and bank and the packing-houses, made the 
same complaints in writing in Jply last to the 
County Board of Equalization. composed of Com- 
missioners peune, Guenther, Holden, Ayars, Me- 
Caffrey, and Fitzgerald. Witnesses were ex- 
amined and the entire matter investigated by that 
Committee, and the result of the investigation was 
that the assesemente as made by Mr. Muirhead 
were approved. The same party broaght the mat; 
ter before the Committee of the State Board 
Equalization when they were in Chicago in August 
last, and they also, after investigation, left the as- 
sessments unchanged. 

Mr. Muirhead has ever had the respect and 
esteem of the respectable portion of our citizens; 
we consider him a capable, upright man, of strict 
integrity, of sound judgment, and of correct prin- 
ciples, totally incapable of the corruption charged 
against him in the articles referred to. 

The political contests in the Town of Lake have 
ever been fierce and bitter. The same*accusations 
against Mr. Muirhead have been made for political 
purposes prior to each election for the past four 
years, but the people at the polls, after a prolonged 
canvases, have cach year, by alarge majority, tes- 
tified their con:idence in hie integrity and ability. 

We regret that Tux Terscxe and Times should 
lend their influence to the circulation of such 
charges without a previous thorough examination 
thereof, and without ascertaining the character 
and purposes of the men who originate them,

How well the plan succeeded is 
now a matter of history; the details of its 
inception and execution are yet to be sup- 


plied. 


In the report of the Superintendent of 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal attention is 
called to the damage to the canal resulting 
from the operation of the Ocpzn and 
Wentworrn ditch, and the necessity which 
exists for the removal of that long-standing 
nuisance. It appears that the remedial 
measures adopted by the city authorities 
have been a detriment to the canal, and that 
the deposits of mud from the ditch and the 
breakages in the banks have already cost 
the State more than $75,000. It is an estab- 
lished fact that the ditch is a costly nuisance, 
the abatement of which should be under- 
taken without delay by the Canal Commis- 
sioners.

The President is said to have recently ex- 
pressed quite freely his views with refer- 
ence to the trans-continental railroad de- 
manded by the South. Of course he favors 
the project, and is disposed to encourage it 
in every legitimate way, but he is not favor- 
ably inclined toward the proposition to loan 
the credit of the Government to pay for 
building the road. He thinks that if it is 
needed it should and will be built by private 
capital, and he prefers to wait and see what 
the prospects are of the construction 
of a Southern line to the Pacific coast before 
committing himself to any scheme which 
contemplates a guarantee of bonds by the 
Government. It is to be presumed that the 
President would sign a bill that did not con- 
tain this objectionable fcature, but it is 
quite certain that he is not so enthusiastic 
in his friendship for the Texas Pacific bond- 
subsidy scheme as the friends of that meas- 
ure had expected he would be. 


The Barclay street catastrophe in New 
York City did not unfold its true proportions 
yesterday. Asis generally the case during 
the first day after a calamity of 
this kind, the search for the dead was 
ill-organized and unsuccessful. Beyond 
fumbling around among loose bricks and 
handling superficial debris over and over, 
the workmen, who were watched all day by 
thousands upon thousands of anxious and 
curious people, dia nothing at all. Two 
extra victims, overwhelmed during a 
casual passage through the deadly 
thoroughfare, were picked up at day- 
light, but no corpses were brought out 
of the ruins. The Coroner thinks there 
would be few, if any, found, but it is almost 
inconceivable that the demolition of a build- 
ing so sudden as to ingulf a running newsboy 
in front of it would hold out a better fate 
to all of 200 people cooped within its crum- 
bling walls, and immediately surrounded 
with billows of the most furious flame. The 
disaster is now known to have had its origin 
somewhere else than in the boiler, as the 
steam apparatus of the factory is found to 
be still intact. 


It now looks as though the Republican 
members of the County Board will be able 
to agree upon candidates for the various 
county officers who will not subject them to 
the suspicion of forming another Ring, or 
yielding to the dictation of one or two unfit 
men for the purpose of maintaining their 
majority in the Board. The agreement is 
said to have been reached by the mutual 
concession of Commissioners Sporrorp and 
Tasorn, the latter dropping his favorite, 
Mutruezap, on the condition that the former 
would give up McGrarta. The concession 
was proper on both sides, as personal pref- 
erences should not be permitted to interfere 
with the public good, and the result is 
especially gratifying as it is said to have led 
led to an agreement toappoint Mr. Truspz11, 
the Superintendent of the Relief and Aid So- 
ciety, to the position of County Agent. Mr. 
TrvuspELL is the man of all others for the 
place. It was under his supervision that the 
great fire-fund was distributed so judicious- 
ly. There is no man in Chicago who 
knows so well how to discriminate between 
the deserving poor and the dead-beats ; his 
personal integrity is above all suspicion, and 
there will be no connivance with contractors 
so long as he passes upon the quality and 
weight of supplies; he will be able to save 
thousands of dollars a year to the county as 
long as he shall serve the public in this ca- 
pacity. The selection of HAM Barner for 
County Attorney will also be satisfactory, 
as he is admitted to be an able lawyer and 
estimable gentleman. There is a hope in all 
this that the power of the old Ring may yet 
be broken without setting up a new Ring; 
and if a majority can be maintained long 
enough to inaugurate the proper reforms, 
there are two or three other members of the 
Board who will be likely to strengthen this 
majority, and assure it against the possible 
defection of one or two of the new members 
who have given some reason for a suspicion 
that they are vacillating. 
GEN. GRANT ON SILVER. 
President Grant opposed the act of Feb. 
12, 1875, in which all previous laws concern- 
ing the regulation of the mint were consoli- 
dated and revised. In re-enacting the list of 
coins to be thereafter coined the silver dol- 
lar was omitted, thus abolishing that coin. 
That law, as it passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives, was never even read, except by 
its title, and the fact relating to the discon. 
tinuance of the silver dollar was not known 
except to the few in and out of Congress who 
were in the secret. The President did not 
know of the matter, though it is probable 
Secretary Bovrweiz did. Eight months 
after he had signed the bill, the President, 
in a letter to a New York banker, discussed 
the question of silver coinage in happy igno- 
rance that the dollar had been abolished, and 
that silver had ceased to be a standard of 
value the world over.” He had not learned, 
even then, that the Government had adopted 
the gold standard, and repudiated silver as 
legal money. Here is what he said on the 
subject of silver: | 
Wasmixerox, Oct. B, 1873.—My Dear Mr. Cow- 
drey; The panic bas brought greenbacks about to a 
par with silver. I wonder that silver is not already 
coming into the market to sapply the deficiency in 
the circulating medium. When it does come—and 
I predict that it will soon—we will have made a 
rapid stride towards specie payments. Currency 
will never go below silver after that. The circula- 
tion of ever will have other beneficial effects. Ex- 
perience has proved that it takes about forty mill. 
ions of fractional currency to make the sma)! charge 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the 
country. will eradually take the place of 
this currency, and, further, wild become the stand- 
ard of value, which will be hoarded in a small 
way. I estimate that this will consume from two 
to three hundred millions, in time, of this epecies 
of our circulating medium. It wil) leave 


‘of trade, and will tend to bring us back where we 


must come at last,—to @ specie basis. I confess

to a desire to see a limited hoarding of money. It 
insures a firm foundation in time of need. But! 
of 


over. Stiver Aas if we once 
get back to that our strides toward a higher appre- 
ciation of our currency will be rapid. Our mines 
are now producing almost unlimited amounts of 
silver, and it is becoming a question, What shall 
we do with it?” I suggest here a solution that will 
auswer for some years, and suggest to you bank- 
ers whether you may not imitate it: To put it in 
ci tion now, keep it there until it is fixed, and 
then we will find other markets. The South and 
Central American countries have asked us to coin 
their silver for them, There has never been au- 
thority of law to do so. I trust it will now be 
given. When it is given, it will be more than the 
equivalent of becoming exporters of articles of 
manufacture which were previously articles of 
import. Orders will come for large amounts of 
coin. It will be all in silver, while payments are 
not necessarily so. We become the manufacturer 
of this currency with a profit, and will probably 
secure a portion of our pay in the more precious 
metal. 


It will be seen that the President was not 
merely content with coining $200,000,000 of 
silver coin for our own use, but he was anx- 
ious to become the manufacturer of silver 
coin for the States of South and Central 
America. 


POLITICAL SITUATION IN SOUTH CAR- 
. OLINA. 

The last number of the Atlantic Monthly 
contains an article on the political situation 
in South Carolina, the writer of which seems 
to have a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject, and the spirit to tell what he knows 
without fear or favor with dreadful plain- 
ness. He strips off the wrappings in which 
partisan interest or race prejudice has con- 
cealed the truth, and impartially judges the 
President’s policy as tried by its results in 
that State. 

Many of the letter-writers who have 
attempted to describe affairs in the recon- 
structed States have been influenced by 
partisan considerations. Even when they 
have endeavored most earnestly to get 
at the real sentiment of the people, as too 
many of them have not, they have fallen into 
the hands of ignorant or designing men and 
been deceived. The writer of the Atlantic 
article is not liable to error of this kind. Be- 
ing a citizen and native of South Carolina, 
he knows whereof he writes, and he casti- 
gates both parties with such good will that 
we cannot suspect him of improper motives. 
He possesses, in short, the two main quali- 
fications of a good witness,—intelligence and 
impartiality,—and his testimony is conse- 
quently entitled to special attention. 

The first noticeable result of thee Presi- 
dent’s policy in South Carolina is said to be 
the decreased expense of the State Govern- 
ment and its increased purity and efficiency. 
The salaries in 1876, under CHAMBERLAIN, 
amounted to $264,418; legislative expenses, 
$142,135; printing, $78,187. The appro- 
priations for 1877 under Hampton, for the 
same purposes, are; For salaries, $143,000 ; 
legislative expenses, $105,000; printing, 
$10,000. The total tax-levy for 1876 was 
about 13 mills on the dollar. This year 
it is 10 mills, and would be smaller but for 
deficiencies for tlie preceding fiscal year. 
The cutting off of three mills means the 
reduction of the annual taxes by about 
$350,000. The appropriation this year for 
educational purposes is only about one-third 
of what it used to be under Republican rule, 
which is bad, although much of it, he says, 
was wasted or stolen. Under Hampron, 
legislative corruption has ceased, and in 
every branch of the Government, from the 
State and county administrators down to the 
Peace Justices, there is greatly-increased 
efficiency. The appointees are men of in- 
telligence and standing, and are above 
temptation. 

A second result is a great decrease of 
crime and disorder, a marked increase of 
material prosperity, and a striking renewal 
of public, social, and military spirit among 
the whites. The State is quieter, with far 
less violation of law, than at any other time 
since the War. ‘The crops, by reason of 
hearty work and unwonted security, 
have been unusually good this year. 
The fall trade is brisker than since 
1860, The railroads are doing well, and 
every branch of industry seems to be thriv- 
ing. The taxes have ceased to be a burden, 
the scaling of the debt by the Legislature of 
1873 having reduced the total bonded obli- 
gation to $4,000,000 or $5,000,000. The 
social gayeties of the summer have rivaled 
those of ante-bellum times. There has been 
noend of visiting and hospitality, traveling 
and attendance on watering-places, parties, 
balls, public entertainments, etc. Associa- 
tions, fairs, parades, military hops, and 
other diversions have enlisted the ¢ympa- 
thies of the aristocracy, which was for 
many years bowed down and bruised by tho 
Rebellion. 

Thirdly, the Republican party for the pres- 
ent has been extinguished, and there has been 
a revival of the old political intolerance. The 
Democrats have shown themselves willing to 
use the election machinery now in their hands 
to achieve victory, and did so as flagrantly in 
the first elections under Hampron as the Re- 
publicans did in their prime. The latter see 

that it would be of no use to gain votes. 
The negroes, dependent on the whites, are 
now made to understand that to cast a Re- 
publican ticket means discharge, proscrip- 
tion, and starvation. Therefore, perhaps a 
third of the colored men now profess De- 
mocracy. Advertisements may be seen before 
the shops of negroes like this: Patronize 
So and So, the only colored Democratic bar- 
ber [or shoemaker] in town.” The young 
white men who remain at the polls “to see 
fair play,” while they do not molest the 
negroes, certainly do frighten them. Ac- 
cordingly, every election has gone Demo- 
cratic. The Republicans have not only lost 
many of their voters, but they have also 
lost their leaders: By the refusal of 
the Democratic majority to seat Re- 
publicans elected to the Legislature, by 
impeachment and criminal prosecution, and 
by reason of the difficulty of negro Kepub- 
licans in procuring bonds, most of the offices 
have passed into the hands of the Democra- 
cy. Nearly all the Republicans in the State 
who have ever beld office. are under indict- 
ment, are already convicted and punished, or 
have fied from justice. So palpable is their 
guilt generally that even the negroes on the 
juries are compelled to find true bills or ver- 
dicts of guilty. It is notorious, both in 
Columbia and the counties, that not a few 
white Democrats being implicated in some 
of the corruptions their investigation bas 
been promptly dropped to shield these Demo- 
crats. Prosecution is not confined to official 
malfeasance. In one county twenty orthirty 
prominent Republicans are charged with 
perjury for having falsely sworn to financial 
responsibility in order to be accepted as sure- 
ties for friends who had been elected to 
office. A colored legislator is among them. 
Another colored legislator bas deen 
sent to the Penitentiary for bigamy. 
Others are in straits about fraudu- 
lent breaches of private trust. On the re- 
assembling of the Legislature this month 
hardly a score of Republicans responded to 


the roll-call. There has also been a relent. 


: 


of participation in the arsons, the burglaries, 


the larcenies, the riots, and the murders of 
the Republican rule, and especially of the 
last canvass and the dual months, have been 
and are now being prosecuted in the State 
courts by the inbtigation of either Grand 
Juries or individuals. Civil business is rare- 
ly reached, so crowded is the criminal side 
of the courts; and even on the criminal 
side the docket is rarely clesied or a jail- 
delivery made.” The guilt of the negroes in 
most instances is apparent, but there is a 
color side to their prosecution, since 
whites guilty of similar offenses during the 
election excitement have not been brought 
tu justice. 

Fourthly, the whites have reuewed their 
interest in Federal affairs. They look upon 
their connection with the Union as some- 
thing resembling the connection of Ireland 
with England; but they have learned by the 
War that the situation, such as it is, must be 
made the most of. They have learned that 
separation from the Union is a thing attended 
with difficulty and danger of such magnitude 
that nothing hereafter, except the absolute 
certainty of stfccess at small cost and unat- 
tended by risk of invasion, could induce 
secession, Zeal for the Confederacy has not 
one whit abated. Rank in the Confederate 
army is still esteemed. There is a very sig- 
nificant reluctance among the white military. 
to march or parade under the United 
States flag. In spite of it all, however, 
everybody is full of apprehensions as 
to how the South can make the 
most out of its situation in the 
Union. Some hope to elect a Southern 
President, gain control of both Houses of 
Congress, and then get everything possible 
out of the Union in the shape of offices, in- 
ternal improvements, or war losses. It may 
be this end will be sought through the ad- 
mission of more Southern States from Mexi- 
co and Spain, or by dividing Texas into 
four or five States, so as to acquire more 
votes in the Senate. All are aware that the 
solid South is jealously watched by the 
North, and are consequently likely to act 
with moderation, undertaking nothing until 
they have carefully ascertained its practica- 
bility. They will undoubtedly claim the man- 
agement of the Northern Democratic party; 
but they may come to look upon both 
parties alike—with a feeling compounded 
half of aversion and half of eagerness to get 
all out of them that is possible. At present, 
South Carolinians are very enthusiastic about 
the President, and grateful for hisaction. He 
might have protracted their sufferings. 
Their idea is that of late“ years the North 
has been swayed by fanatics,’ demagogues, 
and speculators, and there is immense relief 
to think that practical, conservative, and 
cultured men from a better element have 
come to the front. 

Fifthly, the negro has been banished from 
politics and his material prosperity thereby 
greatly enhanced. Only three negroes have 
been killed by whites since March, and there 
has been a marked absence of beatings and 
affrays. One reason is that the negroes are 
“lying low.” Another is that violence 
towards negroes who do not aggrieve 
whites is at present discouraged as 
impolitic. The individual prosperity of 
the negroes has of course been increased by 
the brisker times; and it is positively a 
fact,” this writer says, that if a plebiscitum 
could be held in South Carolina to-morrow, 
it is questionable whether negro votes would 
not defeat the Reffablicans.” It is amusing to 
hear how many of them voted for Hampron. 
This has led to a renewal of many kindly re- 
lations long severed. Whites are seen at- 
tending the funerals of their servants, aiding 
black children in their yards to learn by 
heart their speeches for Sunday-school 
celebrations, or the girls to dress, and even 
taking peeps at colored festivities. The di- 
vision of the negroes on political questions 
also has resulted in the tremendous falling 
off of crime among them, as crime in previ- 
ons years had been comparatively safe, from 
their determination not to tell on or convict 
their party associates. The whites do not 
now think of or desire the re-enslavement 
of the negroes, but would like to have their 
liberties restricted and their free-school edu- 
cational privileges curtailed. This latter feel- 
ing. however, is losing ground steadily.

with an outdoor picnic without the slightest 
inconvenience. Invalids have no need to 
go to Florida or Colorado, for we have a 
temperature as grateful as those resorts, and 
all this on the 22d day of December, an- 
niversary of the day when the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers landed on the bleak shores of New En- 
gland, amid snow and ice. 

This is one episode of our winter, and it 
has come like a benison to the poor. They 
can congratulate themselves that at least 
one month of the usually cold, biting, 
stormy, disagreeable winter has gone, and 
that the season may be that much shorter. 
But there is another side to the picture. 
While these bright skies and warm days in- 
crease the trade of the dealers in knick- 
knacks and holiday gifts, they are paralyz- 
ing great industries.

Fur men are in the dumps 
as the crowds pass their shops and do not 
enter.

Tail- 
ors in vain hang out the styles of over- 
coats; and what are we to do for 
ice next summer if last summer 
hangs on in this way? The country folks 
find it impossible to get through the muddy 
roads into town. The budding fruit trees 
and vines are liable to bo blasted by some 
sudden cold snap. It is grateful to tle outer 
man to have July inserted in December, but 
what does it foretend? When the next 
change comes, are we to be bnried in snow ? 
Are blizzards to take the place of these 
balmy breezes? Will winter come next 
spring? Has there been some great natural 
convulsion that has reversed the order of the 
seasons? Are we to enter upon a season of 
epidemics and fevers in the spring, as the re- 
sult of these summer days in winter? Will 
they breed pestilence and famine? If those 
who dance must pay the fiddler, how much 
have we to pay in the future for this bland 
weather? Where are Prof. Tice and Old 
Probabilities in this doubtful emergency ? 
Why do they not speak out and let us know 
what is coming in the rear of this season of 
delight? Meanwhile our advice is, In time 
of calm look out for the storm, and prepare 
for the possibility that when winter does 
come it will spring upon us with au intensity 
and bitterness that will make up for lost time. 


A MONEY-CHANGER IN THE TEMPLE. 

The Eastern Shylocksare apparently subsi- 
dizing every agency and opposing it to silver. 
money. Not content with insidiously gaining 
over some of the religious weeklies, which, 
from their credulity and ignorance of fiscal 
affairs, have frequently become advocates of 
wild-cat schemes based on faith alone, it

The 
entire discourse of the reverend speaker was 
devoted to abuse of this righteous bill, and 
in it he rehearses the stale arguments of 
creditor sharps. The arguments of the 
Fnorumdnau's frothy sermon have been re- 
futed and knocked to pieces over and over 
again; but the manner of Mr. Frorurna- 
Ua is discreditable to a minister of the 
Gospel, discreditable to the pulpit in which 
he preached, discreditable to the house of 
Gop in which he serves as a representative 
of the Most High. We print the following 
extracts from this so-called “‘sermon” as

Denouuce the treacherous iniquity. Call upon 
your legislators and your Senators to lay aside 
their selfish squabbles and set themselves to save 
anew their country. Then, when this iniquity is 
stayed, shall you have cause indeed to sing. Glory 
to God in the highest, on earth peace, good-will to 
man. 

As we have said, Mr. Froruincuam’s 
frothy arguments are not worthy of consid- 
eration, for he only repeats, parrot-like, the 
threadbare sophistries of the Shylocks. We 
would rather treat him from his own stand- 
point. He professes to be a minister of the 
Gospel, and the duties of a minister, as gen- 
erally understood, are to expound the 
Scriptures to men and to seek to reclaim 
them from sin.

“Silver dollars of 412 grains are legal -tender to any 
amount, and it does not require legal enactments to 
make them such. There is av act of Congress in extst- 
ence depriving silver dollars of the legal-tender quali- 
ty. The act of 1873, called the Demonetizing act. did 
not strictly demonetize silver, or take away the legal- 
tender quality from silver dollars then and now in ex- 
latence; it merely took away from the mints the au- 
thority to coin such dollars, and as there are very few 
of them to be had, the effect of the act is to practically 
demonetize silver, since the minor coin, that fs, those 
under $1, are legal-tender only for debis of $5 and 
under.—St. Louis Revublican, 18th. 

In ont senge it is very surprising that so well 
informed a journal as the St. Louis Aepudlic- 
an could fall into such an error. It docs not 
seem to have got into the head of that paper 
that the demonetizing villainy was perpetrated 
in two installments, as it bases its opinion on 
what was done lu the act of Feb. 12, 1873, which 
stopped the coining of silver dollars, The 
statute revisers put in the finishing touches 
which killed “ the dollar of the daddies.”” We 
call the attention of the Jepudlican to Chap. 
30, Sec. 8,535, page 712, of the Revised Statutes, 
approved June 22, 1874, which reads: The 
silver coins of the United States shall be a legal- 
tender at their nominal value for any amount 
not exceeding tive dollars in any one paymer t.“ 
The preceding section, 3,585, reads: The gold 
coins of the United States shall be a legal- 
tender lu all payments at their nominal 
value.“ etc, The next section restricts 
the legal-tender power of silver coins to five dol- 
lara, abd the next foliowing section makes the 
nickels and coppers legal-tender for twenty-five 
cents in any one payment. . The act of Feb. 12, 
1873, simply dropped the coinage of the silver 
dollar, without declaring it demonetized. It 
provides in Sec. 3,513 that the silver coins of 
the United States shall be a trade-dollar, a half- 
dollar or. fifty-cent piece, a quarter-dollar or 
twenty-five-cent piece, a dime or ten cent piece, 
and the weight of the trade-dollar shall be 
420 grains troy, the weight of the half-dollar 
shall be twelve grams and one-half of a 
gram,”’ and the smaller veins in proportion. 
It will be observed that the old silver doliar is 
omitted from tue list of coins recognized by law. 
The effect of this little arrangement was not 
perceived by a dozen members of Cougress when

The Chinese Six Companies have issued in 
pamphlet form their answer to the memorial 
of the California State Senate on the subject 
of Chinese immigration. They quote from 
the evidence adduced before the Congressional 
Committee to show that the Chinese immi- 
grants are above the average of their country- 
men over the whole Empire in enterprise, 
ability to read their own language, and skill in 
mechanics. 8. Weis WILLiaus, Secretary of 
Legation at Peking, and for forty-one years a 
resident of China, said on this point: I con- 
sides the Cantonese, from which class the im- 
migrants are almost exclusively drawn, as the 
superior portion of the Chinese race, or at least 
superior to those of the northern provinces.” 
Secondly, the Six Companies assert that the 
importation of degraded ‘female Chinese has 
been peremptorily stopped by the action taken 
by the National Congress during 1875. Thirdly, 
the Chinese have been compelled to pay more 
than their just proportion of taxes by the op- 
eration of discrimiuvating laws. The law of 
1852, which was uot.declared unconstitutional 
until 1872, imposed a per capita tax of $10 upon 
every Chinaman brought into this country. This 
tax was paid by the immigrants, either directly 
or as a lien upon the rt wages earned by them. 
Tbe number of Chinamen landing during this 
period Was 157,880; at $10 per head they paid 
$1,578,800, which was unconstitutionally exacted 
from them by officers of the State. In the same 
manner, the foreigu miners’ tax, which was vot 
pronounced illegal until 1802, took $3 to $4 per 
month from each Chinaman landing during a 
period of ten years. The number of immigrants 
was 87,048. If balf this number paid the tax. 
a low estimate,—they were muleted in the sum of 
$31,337,280. The Chinese have likewise been

be counted. When this law was passed, it was 
assumed that there would be $40,000,000 in 
fractiunal currency sent in for redemption. 
This, with the $10,000,000 authorized to be 
issued for legal-tenders, would fill the maxi. 
mum fixed by Congress as to the volume of 
small change. The strict letter of the law does 
not allow the Secretary to pay out silver coin, 
except for fructional currency and for legal 
tender obligations, up to $10,000,000. Shortly 
after Congress adjourned, the authorities at 
Washington consulted as to the meaning of the 
act, and were not long arriving at che conclusion 
that at lcast $8,083,573 of the nominal amount 


‘of fractional currency outstanding must have 


been lost, and that it was perfectly legitimate 
to issue silver in payment of legal-tender obli- 
gatiuns against the Government to that extent.

The continued mild weather is the canse of great 
uneasiness in produce circles, especially in pro- 
visions. The packers can do comparatively little, 
ae they were not generally prepared with ice for 
December work, that being usually a winter 
month. The effect of the high temperature is 
most emphaticaily shown in the (absence of a) 
market for dressed hogs. Only 37 carcasses were 
reported yesterday as received in this city during 
the twenty-four hours previously. 

The open weather is permitiing the shipment of 
large avantities of wheat acrose the lake from Mil- 
waukee. for transit by rail from the eastern shore 
of Lake Michigan.

The Bureau County Farmers Demand It— 
Mass- Meeting at Toledo. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PRincsrTon, III., Dee. 2L.—A rousing meeting 
of the yeomanry of Bureau County was held at 
the Opera-Hall in Princeton this afternoon, and 
among the speakers were the Hon. Thomas J.

Resolved, That the pur of annihilating eil- 
ver as money, thereby enhancing the value of gold 
and thus increasing the value of Government 
bonds by making them —- in gold only. when 
by the plain terms of the law they are redeemabie 
in coin of gold or siiver, is a flagrant attempt to 
enrich the bondholders beyond the terms of the 
contract at the expense of an already overbur- 
dened people. We, therefore, demand of Con- 
gressand of the President the speedtest repeal of 
this unjust legislation. and the full restoration of 
silver to ite former place as equal with gold ſu the 
privilege of coinage and in the paymeat of debts, 
public and private. 

Resolved, That the attempt now making by the 
Eastern — and other Organs and agents of the 
bondholders to uphold, defend, retain, and profit

East Saginaw, Mich., Dec. 24.—The ninth 
annual report of Salt-Inspector S. S. Garrigues 
will be published to-morrow. The salt-produc- 
ing territory of the State is divided into ten in- 
spection districts, having a totef manufacturing 
capacity of over 2,000,000 barrels, or 10,000,000 
bushels of salt. In the Saginaw district six 
steam blocks have been erected since the last 
report, and six kettle blocks abandoned.

Fine, 1,590,841 barrels; packers’, 20,508; solar, 
32.049: second quality, 26,249; total. 1, 660.897.

KILLED A BEAR. 

Charles Dudley Warner Relates the Cir- 
cumstances of His Encounter with Bruin 
While Blackberrying in the Adirondack 
Mountains, 

Atlantie Monthly for January. 

So many conflicting accounts have appeared 
about my casual ter with an Adirondack 
bear, last summer, that in justice to the public, 
to myself, and to the bear it is necessary to 
make a plain statement of the facts. Besides, 
it is so seldom 1 have occasion to kill a bear 
that the celebration of the exploit may be ex- 
cused. 

The encounter was unpremeditated on both 
sides. I was not hunting for a bear, and I have 
no reason to suppose that a bear was looking for 
me. The fact 1% that We were both out black- 
berrying, aud met by chance, the usual way. 
There is among the Adirondack visitors always 
a great deal of conyersation about bears, a gen- 
eral expression of the wish to see one in the 
woods, and much speculation as to how a per- 
son would act if be or she chanced to moet one, 
But bears are scarce and timid, and appear only 
to a favored nl e ve 

it was a warm ugust, just the sort o 
day when an advedture of any kind seemed im- 
possible. But it occurred ‘to thé housekecpers 
at our -cottage—there were four of them-—to 
send me to the clearing on the mountain back of 
the house to pick blackberries. It was rather a 
series of small ciearings, running up 
much overgrown with 

and not unromautic. 

Cows pastured there, — through 

the leafy passages from one opening to another, 

and browsing among the bushes. I was kindly 
furnished with a six-quart pail, and told not to 
be gone long. 

Not from any predatory instinct, but to save 
appearances, took a gun. It adds to the 
manly aspect of a person with a tin pailif be 
as carries a gun. It was possible I might start 
up a partridge; though how I was to hit him if 
he started up instead of standing still puzzled 
me. Manv people use a shot-run for ＋— 
I prefer the rifle; it makes a clean job of death, 
aud does not prematurely stuff the bird with 
globules of lead. The rifle was a Sharp’s, carry- 
ing a ball cartridge, ten to the poses an ex- 
cellent weapon, belonging toa friend of mine 
who had intended for a good many vears back to 
kil) a deer with it. He could hit a tree with it, 
if the wind did not blow and the atmosphere 
was just right and the tree was not too far 
off, Karty every time; of course the tree 
must have some size. Needless to say that I 
was at that time nosportsman. Years agol 
killed a robin under the most humiliating cir- 
cumstances. The bird was in a low cherry-treeé; 
1 loaded a big shot-gun pretty full, crept up 
under the tree, rested the gun onthe fence, 
with the muzzle more than ten feet from the 
bird, shut both eyes, and pulled the trigger. 
When Il got upto see what had happened the 
robin ‘was scattered about under the tree in 
more than a thousand pieces, uo one of which 
was big enough to enable @ naturalist to decide 
from it to what species it belonged. This dis- 
gusted me with the life of a sportsman. 
mention the incident to show that, although ! 
went ng armed, there was not much 
inequality Between me and the bear. 

In this blackberry patch bears had been seen. 
The summer before, our colored cook, accom- 


panied by a little girl of the vicin- 
age, was picking berries there one 
day, when a bear came out of the 


woods and walked towards them. The girl 
took to her heels and escaped. Aunt Chloe was 
paralyzed with terror. Instead of atteniping to 
run, she down on the ground where she was 
standing ad begau to Weep and scream, giving 
herself t. The bear was bewildered by 
this conduct. He approached and looked at 
her; he walked around and surveyed her. Prob- 
ably he bad never scen a colored person before, 
aud did not Know whether she would agree with 
him. At any rate, alter watching ber a tew 
moments ne turned about and went into the 
forest. This is an authentic instance of the 
delicate consideration of a bear, and is much 
more remarkable than the forbearance towards 
the African slave of the we!l-known lion, be- 
cause the bear had no thorn in his foot. 

Wneu I bad elimbed the bill, I set up my rifle 
against a tree and began picking berries, lured 
on fram bush to bush by the black gieam of 
fruit that always promises more in the distance 
than it realizes when you reach it: penetrat- 
ing farther and farther, through leaf-shaded 
cow-paths flecked with sunlight, into clear- 
ing after clearipg. I could hear on 
all sides the tinale of bells, the cracking of 
sticks, and the stamping Of cattle that were 
taking refuge in the thicket from the flies. 
Uccasionally, as I broke through a covert, I en- 
couutered a meek cow, who stared at me stupid- 
lv for,a second and then shambled off into the 
brush; I became accustomed to this dumb 
society, and picked on in silence, attributing all 
the wood-noises to the cattie, thinking nothing 
of any real bear. In point of fact, however, 
I was thinking all the time of a nice romantic 
bear, and, as 1 picked, was composing a story 
of a generous she bear who had lost her cub, 
aud who seized a small girl in this very wood, 
carried ner tenderly off to her cave, and brought 
her up on bear’s milk and honey. When the 
girl got big enough to run away, moved by her 
whbherted instincts, she escaped and came into 
the valley to her father’s house (this part of the 
story was to be Worked out, 80 that 
the child would know her father by 
some family resembianve, and have some 
language in which toaddress him), and told bim 
where the bearlived. The father took his gun, 
and, guided by the unfecliing daughter, went 
into the woods and shot the bear, who never 
made any resistance, and only, when dying, 
turned reproachtul eyes upon her murderer. 
The moral of the tale was to be kinduess to an- 
mals. 

I was in the midst of this tale, when I hap- 
pened to look some rods away to the other edge 
of the- clearing, and there was a bear! He was 
standing on his hind legs and doing just what I 
was Maing. -=piceing blackberries. With one 
paw he bent down the bush, while with the 
other he clawea the berries into his mouth, 
green ones and all. To say that | was astonished 
is inside the mark. 1 suddenly discovered that 
I didn't waut to see a bear, after all. At about 
the same moment the bear saw me, 
eating berries, and regarded me with a glad sur- 
prise; It is all very well to imagine what you 
would do under such ¢ircumstances. Probably 
you wouldn't do it; 1 didn’t. The bear dropped 
down on his fore-feet, and came slowly towards 
me. Climbing a tree was of no use with 
so good a climber in the rear; if I started to run, 
I had no doubt the bear would give chase, and 
although a bear caunot run downhill as fast as 
he can run uphill, yet Ifeit that he could get 
over this rough, brush-taugled ground faster 
than | could. 

The bear was approaching. It suddenly oc- 
curred to me how 1 could divert his mind until 
I could fall back upon my military base. My 
pail was nearly full of excellent berries,—much 
better than the bear could pick himself. I put 
the’pall on the ground and slowly backed away 
from it, keeping my eye, as beast-tamers do, ou 
the bear. The ruse succeeded. 

The bear came up to the berries and stopped; 
not accustomed to eat out of a pail, he tipped it 
over and nosed about in the fruit, “‘gorming ”’ 
(if there be such a word) it down, mixed with 
leavés and dirt, like a pig. The bear is a worse 
feeder than the pig. Whenever he dis- 
turbs a maple-sugar camp in the spring, 
he Aways upsets the buckets of sirup and 
tramples round in the éticky sweets, wasting 
more than he eats. The bear’s manners are 
thoroughly disagreeable. 

As soon as my enemy’s head was down, I 
started and ran. Somewhat out of breath and 
shaky, 1 reached my faithful rifle. It was nota 
moment too soon. 1 heard the bear crashing 
through the brush after me. Enraged at my 
duplicity, he was pow coming on with blood in 
his eye. [felt that thé ume of one of us was 
probably short. The rapidity of thought at 
such moments of peril is well known. I thought 
an octavo volume, had it illustrated and pub- 
lished, sold ufty thousand copies, and went to 
Europe on the proceeds, while that bear was 
joping across the clearing. As 1 was cocking 
mv gun, | made a hasty and unsatisfactory re- 
view of my whole life.

That explains itself. The well-born one was 
eaten by a beast, and presumably by a bear, 
which animal has a bad reputation since the 
days of Elisha.

Notwitustandiug my excitement, I managed 
to saunter into the house with an unconcerned 
air.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
BerTHoLy Homa, Dec. 20.—A writer in your

“Granger,” seems to be considerably worked 
up on the corn prospects.“ The situation to- 
day is ag follows: First, farmers as a class are 
feeding more and more vorn each year. Notice 
the tidal-wave of bogs which struck your city 
last Monday and Tuesday a Week ago which the 
packers have not yet put away; consequently 
the farmers are not selling corn in that way as 
much as formerly. Secondly, the present low 
price of corn offers no inducement to farmers to 
ship. Thev are better able to hold it to-day 


than they ever were, and propose to doit. 10 
read some of the editorials in tne 
commercial papers published in your 


city and the East, you would think all 
farmers were made for was simply to raise corn 


and wheat with which the bulls and bears 
might gamble, and once a month cover 
their „shorts.“ This and nothing more. 
That day is gone by. Proof: Where is the 
wheat crop of the country to-day! In the 
hands of the producers. Thirdly and lastly, in 
your city you who daily travel over pavements, 
ride in horse-cars, coupes and landaus, have 
some vague idea that it is very muddy in the 
country, and that is about all. But the truth 
is, your Chicago Granger” tothe contrary, 
if corn was worth 50 cents a bushel here to- 
day, there are not teams enough in Livingston 
County to haul it tothe railroad stations. On 
Tuesday morning I saw four-horse teams loaded 
with hogs abandoned, horses taken out of the 
wagons, and h left standing in the roads. 
This mud blockade has now existed, with but a 
few days interruption, for weeks, and is causing 
more monetary disturbance all over the State 
than from any other cause.

The Republican members of the Board met res- 
terday morning in caucus at the Grand Pacific, 
and, after a continuous session of about seven 
hours, reached an agreement as to who they would 
unite upon as county officers. All of the members 
were present, and Mr. Meyer was the most de- 
lighted of them all to get back into good company. 
The caucus was called to order at 10:30 o'clock, 
and Mr. Spofford’ was placed in the chair. Mr. 
Tabor was the first one to speak out in meet- 
ing, and, speaking out, he did himself greatcredit 
by stating that he did not propose to stand 
by Muirhead or any one else if his 
fellows regarded such a course 468 against 
the public interest.

TEMPERANCE. 
SALE OF LIQUOR TO MINORS. 

Another meeting was held last evening under 
the auspices of the Citizens’ League for the sup- 
pression of the sale of liquor to minors, and, 
judging from the crowd in the First Congregational 
Charch, the effort to awaken public sentiment to 
the extent of the corruption of the youth of the 
city is progr very favorably. There must 
have been 1,000 es and gentlemen present. 
The Rev. Dr. Hunter presided. 

After the singing of a hymn, the Rev. Mr. Bar- 
— ee in prayer, asking God's blessing upon the 
work. 

The Chairman said the object in meeting was to 
awaken public sentiment. A law, as was known, 

rosibited the sale of liquor to minors, but the 
aw could not be enforced without the hearty cu- 
operation and sympathy of order-loving citizens. 
He was astonished at the extent of the evil. Out 
of 8, 080 persons arrested from June to October 
2, 244 were minors. The law was good and whole- 
some, but it was lamentable that, notwithstanding 
the heary penalty, liquor was sold to chiidren. 
Adverting to the League, he said it was not prop- 
erly a religious organization, though all Christians 
wished it God speed. It was not political. No one 
could make capital outof it. It was not a child of 
temperance peopie—of total abstainers. He wished 
to disabuse any mind in which that impression 
might have found lodgment. The League was 
composed of gee citizens, who desired the law 
to be enforce No mother could feel secure of 
ber little ones in view of the fact to which he had 
alluded. The saloon-keepers adopted every 
means to entice not only boys and gir but men 
and women into their places. Children were being 
led into courses which must result in their 
ruin. Several arreste orf proprietors had 
already been made, and some convic- 
tions followed. The Mayor was in hearty 
sympathy with the movement, as were the police 
authorities, But without a healthy, enlightened 
public sentiment to back up the officials nothing 
could be done. 

THE REV. MR. BARRETL 
offered the following: 

Warreas, Violation of the ordisance 
sale of liquors to minors in this city is nt and no- 
torious: and 

Whereas, The failure to secure arrest and conviction 
therefor is largely owing to indifference and a lack of 
tone in public sentiment, therefore

citizens, we do heartily indorse the efforts of the Citi 
zens’ League for the enforcement of said o ance. 
Resvived, That as individuais we pledge our cordial 
co-operation with this League fn endeavoring to secure 
conviction of violaters of the same. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

The Chairman then read a letter from tay 8 
Hickey, who said he was deeply interested in the 
success of the movement, and would be pleased to 
have the assistance of all citizens. A majority of 
the saloon-keepers themselves were in favor of a 
rigid enforcement of the law, and the Superintend- 
ent assured the League that the best efforts of the 
Mayor and the Police Department would be used in 


that direction. 

By way of a supplement, the Chairman alluded 
to the plan of operations of the League. One de- 
tective was now employed, andit was hoped the 
finances wonld be soon on sucha basis as to war- 
rant the engaging of severa] more.

SCHOOLS, 

A MEETING OF THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE 

on Schools was held yesterday afternoon in the 
City Clerk's office, Ald. beidier presiding, and 
Ald. Cary. Linsenbarth, Throop, Thompson (Thir- 
teenth), Oliver, and Wheeler present. The Board 
of Education was represented by President Sulli- 
van, Superintendent Doty, and Mr. Johuson, Clerk 


of the Board. 

The topic Por cons deration was the order lately 
offered by Ald. Thompson directing the Board of 
Education te advertise for proposals for u echoc! 
site in the vicinity of Western avenue and Ohio 
street. 

Ald. Thompson referred to the urgent necessity 
fora new school-house in that vicinity, stating 
that at present great numbers of children were 
pratically denied educational advantages for lack 
of accommodations. Then there wae the question 
of danger to the scholars living north of the rail 
road trom crossing the railroad tracks in order to 
get to the Hayes School. At certain hours of the 
day the tracks were so crowded witb trains that it 
virtually amounted to a blockade, and the children 
who were vow forced to go south to the Hayes 
School were compelied to craw) under and pass be- 
tween the cars, to the great danger of life and limb. 

Superintendent Doty etated that there were 
2.000 children attending the Hayes School on 
half-day time. While be Was in favor of more 
schools, be did not fancy the idea of buying sites 
unless it was the iotention to put up buildings 
tmmediatcly. 

Ald. Thompeon stated that there was an appro- 
priation foc this very vurpose Of $175,000, and an 
appropriation for schools in this very ward to the 
amount of $60,000. He saw no reason, therefore, 
why the “site saoald not be purchased and the 
building erected 

President Sullivan stated that there were needed 
twelve twelve-room echool buildings to accommo- 
date the growing school population. In point of 
fact. four new twe!ve-room buildings were needed 
every year. There were 10,000 childrenaew who 
were unable to be accommodated. Kéented build- 
inge were, as an almost invariable rule, wholly 
unsuitable for school purposes, and be hoped the 
Council would look into this important matter. and 
do something to provide for the increasing school 
population of the city. He saw the necessity for 
inis Thirteenth Ward School, but there was equal 
need of others. 

Ald. Throop asked if the rents now paid would 
not amount to the interest on investments.

The alleged “Blue Laws of Connecticut” 
have been a fruitful subject of comment and 
controversy for nearly a century. They first 
inthe “General History of Connecti- 
cut by the Rev. Samuel Peters, printed in 
London in 1781. Peters was an Episcopal 
clergyman, born and educated in Connecticut, 
who, being u Loyalist, got into trouble with the 
“Sons of Liberty” at the outbreak of the 
American Revolution, and left for England. He 
took his revenge by writing a mendacious and 
scandalous history of his native colony. That 
such a code of laws as Peters printed never 
existed, has been repeatedly shown; but, having 
gone forth asa public rumor, and having, in our 
day, been recognized as genuine in such pious 
works as History of the Protestant Episcopal 


— Bishop of Oord), and “ His of the 
Jourch of England in the Colonies,” by the 
Rev. J. S. M. Anderson, Chaplain to the Queen, 
etc., it is no wonder that many persons still be- 
lieve that it was once illegal in Connecticut for

Dr. Trumbull showed that New England was 
at least a century in advance of the Mother- 
Country in the reform of penal legislation. 
The early laws of Massachusetts and necti- 
cut imposed the penalty of death on only twelve 
offenses. Thirty-one offenses were 1 
with death at the same time in Engiand, in 
1819 the number had inereased to 223. 
The penal code of New England was in every 
respect milder than that of Old England. Dr. 
Trumbull printed pd oe Connecticut and 
New Haven codes, showed that they con- 
tained no such laws as Peters professed to 

uote. He looked up the record of the Rev. 

uel Peters, which shows that he was a con- 
genital liar,—a victim of pscudomania; that his 
abhorrence of truth was a disease; that the 
lies, not only in respect to the alleged Blue 
Laws. but in respect to everything else that he 
touched, were like Falstaff's, gross as a mount- 
am, open, palpabie,’’—so = and palpable 
that some of his apologists bave insisted that 
he never ex to be believed.

The Science of Politics, as distinct. from 
Political Economy, has never hitherto been 
made the subject of an exhaustive treatise in 
this country. The Germans have raised Poli- 
tics into a science, but the present is the first 
attempt to treat it in English. Dr. Woolsey is 
already well known by his works on Inter- 
national Law, and Divorce and Divorce -Legis- 
lation; and he brings to his work ripe 
culture and broad knowledge. He divides his 
subject into three parts, treating respectively 
of the Doctrine of Rights as the Foundation of 
a State, the Theory of the State, and Practical 
Politics. He begins the first with the origin 
and nature of personal rights, which, he claims, 
can only be realized in and by means of the 
State; and he advances step by step to State 
rights and duties, its organization, powers, and 
limitations. These first two parts form in a 
measure acopious introduction to the third 
part, teaching of Practical Politics. Within this 
wide range the author finds room to discuss 
vexed questions of moral and natural law, as 
well as the living issues of Church and State, 
Civil-Service, taxation, total-abstinence laws, 
Democracy, the Judiciary, juries, and other 
most impartant topws. He advocates 
the selection of Representatives and Sena- 
tors at large, instead of from districts: 
the abolition of caucuses, and the restoration of 
the right of self-nomination by candidates; the 
— 4 of the jury law so as to make a two- 
thirds majority sufficient to decide in civil 
cases; the tenure of Government officers as a 
rule, and of Judges, during good behavior; and 
the lnense of the liquor-trade, instead of at- 
tempting to enforce prohibitory laws, except as 
to certain cases. The following are his views 
on Civil-Service reform : 

1. The Cabinet-officers, their Chiefs of 
Bureaus, the representatives of the coun- 
try in foreign lands, some of the leading 

m-House officers, and Postmasters, may 


electioneering contest). 

2. The immense multitude of Postmasters in 
smaller places may well be elected by 
the communities for whose good they 
are instituted,—the people of the place giving 
security to the Government for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. Although they are a 
division of the army of public officers, they 
have a local character, and may be treated as 
other local officers are treated. 

8. The inferior officers.of Customs, and oth- 
ers whose duties are of a permanent character, 
— to hold office ag ee behavior. 

Government clerks, nsuls and Consular 
nts, perhaps also the inferior diplamatic 
cials, may receive an appointment on their 

first entering into the service of the Govern- 
ment, subject to their sustaining an exam- 
ination to a certain Board. 
If they show. themselyes to be able 
and trustworthy, they ought to be invested 
with the office, and may be promoted without 
examination, but not removed so long as they 
are faithful and competent. 

5. The power of removal must not be taken 


‘away from the Government, but it must be 


based on sufficient grounds, and the person 80 
removed may, if he demands. it, have a trial, by 
which his case shall finally be determined. 

6. No petition to the President or a Cabinet- 
officer for the appointment of any one what- 
ever to any office shall be presented by any 
member of the National Legisiature, or by any 
other person, except in writing, and with his 
testimony to the moral character and ability of 
his nominee. 

It is impossible fairly to review such a work 
within the limits of a newspaper- article; but, 
as a whole, the reader can accept Dr. Woolsey’s 
statements as sound. He ireats his subject 
fairly and impassionately, covers the whole 
— in one broad sweep, and, by his compre- 

nsive grasp of the topic, and his wealth of 
illustration, renders interesting what to most 
readers will de considered adry subject. The 
work, though almost too voluminous for the 
ordinary reader in this busy age, is a most val- 
unable contribution to this new and scarcely- 
formed science.

This seems to have been indited in an 
unrestrained spirit of peevishness, and way- 
ward, bitter antagonism to the motives and 
tendencies of the age in which we find our- 
selves. Honest criticism, bold rebuke, resolute 
opposition, directed against the principles and 
practices approved by current thought, are to 
be respected,—solicited even,—for the sake of 
their influence in dissipating error, correcting 
misjudgments, and maintaining integrity in 
opinion and action; but harsh, arrogant, splene- 
tie scoldings and revilings are worse than a 
waste of force; they strengthen the side which 
they assail, and afford à pitiful spectacle of 
human weakness. 

Should Mr. Ruskin continue to indulge, as 
freely as he has done in these last boo«lets, in 
spiteful and discourteous detraction of men 
and movements,—men as sincere, and hard- 
working, and unselfish as himself, and move- 
ments that promise as much for the enlighten- 
ment and elevation of the race as any that have 
been accomplished in the times gone by,—his 
fondest faithfulest friends will finally turn 
from his pages in regret and pain.

Immediately upon the appearance of 
Bishop Tegner’s adaptation of the old legend to 
modern, and several of them original, metres, 
his work was hailed by his countrymen’ with 
universal acclaim. tion after edition was 
demanded, aud Dr. Sherman states that there is 
scarcely a Swede who is not intimately ac 
quainted with it, and few, even, who do not 
know much of it by 

The author of the present translation has 
striven to perform the difficult task of retaining 
the feminine ruymes and the various 
forms of versification belonging to the Swedish 
original, aud closely uniting sense with sound. 
His work, pursued merely as an amusement in 
the beginning, was nearly ended when the trans- 
lation alludea to above was given to the public. 
That the product of so much labor may not be 
without fruit. it is now brought out in the hope 
that it may aid in extending the knowledge of 
an admirable example of poetical literature. 
Messrs. Osgood & Co. have given the work a 
beautiful setting. The illustrations are con- 
ceived in the true spirit of the poem, and graph- 
ically interpret its chief scenes, The vages are 
framed in red lines, and other accessories are 
not wanting to the finish of the exterior.

RAPHAEL AND MICHAELANGELO. By Cas

Mr. Perkins has made a profound study of the 
life and works of the two Italian masters who 
stand at the head of the schools of art of the 
sixteenth century. Only eight years separated 
the date of Michael Angelo’s birth from that of 
Raphael; and, the two artists thus being cotem- 
poraries,—often, indeed, dwelling in the same 
town, and engaged upon a similar class of 
works,—it is interesting to draw a parallel, as 
Mr. Perkins has done, between the circumstances 
of their situation, the traits of their character, 
and the quality of their achievements in art. 
The stern nature and austere habits of the elder 
kept the two men asunder, forbidding 
that kindly fraternity of feel which 
might have been a pleasure benfit 
to both. Raphael, geutie, amiable, and 
winning in disposition and manners, lacked not 
for friends, and the solace and sympathy admin- 
istered by admiration and affection, but Michael 
Angelo stood singularly alone, and, though he 
scorned to confess the want, his heart and his 
genius suffered from the gloom and privation of 
loneliness. Had he sunnedhimeelf in the warm 
friendship which the younger artist would 
doubtless, with permission, have generously ac- 
corded him, his life and his work might have 
been sweeter and cheerier, and Raphael would 
have been helped in time by the sage counsels 
of one whose thoughts and acts were inspired 
by the loftiest principles. 

Mr. Perkins has added to his text a copious 
amount of foot-notes furnishing facts of rarity 
and value. The publishers have also been liberal 
in providing illustrations, large and small, in- 
cluding a number of heliotypes. Many of these 
afford representations of works of art not com- 
monly delineated, and, therefore, unusually in- 
teresting. ‘The book, as a whole, is one to be

“the pearl of German rivers,” so little is known 
of the history of this classic stream.

This book has been the subject of curious in- 
terest during the last few years, from the fact 
of its having so entirely disappeared from view 
that for a long time not a copy was known to be 
extant. It was originally published in 1809, in 
two 18mo. volumes, which sold rapidly, but were 
not reprinted, and, while Lamb was still living, 


had passed out of sight and knowledge. 
It was one of five successive works 
which Charles and Mary Lamb joint- 


ly contributed to the Juvenile Library 
established by William Godwin in London, in 
the beginning of the present century. “Three 
years after its publicatiou in London, eighty- 
one of the eighty-four pieces it comprised were 
reproduced in Boston, Mass., in a single volume. 
Earlv in 1877, concluding long and fruitless in- 
quiries, acopy of the London edition was dis- 
covered in Australia; and now, alter the lapse 
of nearly seventy years since its first appear- 
ance, the book is published anew in a neat, 
single yolume edition. 

The poems have not much intrinsic merit.

No river in the world combines so much bis- 
torical and natural interest as the “ storied 
Rhine.” It has no greater beauty of scenery 
than our own Hudson, although there is some- 
what more of diversity in the landscapes that 
lie along its shores; but the ancient towns, the 
old and picturesque examples of architecture, 
and the ruined castles, that crown its hights and 
rest in its vaileys, add an element of rich at- 
tractiveness that is wanting tothe stateliest and 
loveliest of American streams. 

The large and handsome volume named above 
tictures in word-paintings the panorama of the 
Rhine, intermmgiing with the delineations a 
recital of the chief events that mark the history 
of the more famous localities through which 
the river runs. The several sketches are by 
Karl Steiler, a fluent and eloquent writer, Herr 
Wachenhusen, and Hacklander, the late popu- 
lar poet and prose-writer, hizh in favor with the 
Court of Wurtemberg. The woodcuts freely 
diffused through the volume do not, as a rule, 
tell much of a story, nor tell it clearly. Tuey

Nizam-ul-Mulk, who afterward become Grand- 
Vizier to the Sultan, Omar was granted by him 
a yearly pension, which enabled the poct and 
student to devote himself to science, and more 
particularly to astronomy, in-which he became 

re-eminent. The Sultan showered favors upon 
— but be was never popular with the peo- 
ple, on account of his avowed materialism. 

The MSS. of his poems are rare in the East, 
dnd but one exists in England, which was writ- 
ten at Shiraz in 1400, and contains 158 Rubaiyat. 
The quatrains forming the present collection are 
reprinted from the third London edition, and 
offered to American readers in a tasceful vol- 
ume, with red-ruled pages and red edges.

FERN-LEAF’S ADVENTURES. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Saw Antonro, Tex. Dec. 12.—Leaving Dallas 
at 2 o’clock, we journey on through this lovely 
State, over the rolling prairies, bappy to be again 
on the road in our car, and again united after being 
separated for one brief day. Reaching Wills 
Point, we were invited to dine with Mr. Marsh, 
Mr. R. M. Thompson, General Ticket Agent, and 
Mr. J. W. Delaney, Passenger Agent of the Texas 
& Pacific Railroad, which all accepted, and, I think 
it would be safe to say, did full justice to the viands 
before us. Reaching Mineola, we beheld flery 
flames looming up in the distance, and on nearing 
the depot found them to be across the street, and 
the building in which the fire originated was now 
wrapped inthe cevouring element, and on they 
swept regardless of the homes they were making 
desolate, and even leaped up to the huge branches 
of the noble old oak that had stood as sentinel over 
the street since its first existence. The block may 
be rebuilt, but the old oak ha- gone, never to re- 
turn, and many years must roll round ere 
the little dusky forms can seek shelter 
from the sun’s heated rays. Sadly we watched the 
buildings, one after another, fail before the 
treacherous master, and regretted that the people 
were so poor they could not afford an engine with 
which to protect their property. At one time the 
large warehouse, filled;with cotton, was in great 
danger, but by vigilance, and the assistance of 
the multitade, it was in comparative safety when 
we tookour departure. We were met at Mineola 
by R. S. Hays, Vice-President; D. S. H. Smith 
Treasurer and Paymaster; H. M. Hoxie, General 
Superintendent; Allen MeCoy, General Freight 
Agent; J. H. Page, General Passengerand Ticket 
Agent, of the International & Great Northern 
Railroad Company. Through the courtesy of 
these gentlemen all repaired to the Fergerson 
Hotel at Tyler for breakfast, and thena drive 
through the streets showed us the pinks in bios- 
som, on this the 4th of December, and the 
cactus, which stood before us three feet 
in hight. At 10 o'clock we find ourselves passing 
through a lovely country. On the left is a vast 
orchard, which looks — ag | to us, and has more 
the appearance of a nursery, the trees being placed 
so closely together; and on inquiry we learn that 
it is purposely arranged in this manner to shade 
the ground and keep it moist. We travel but a 
short time, when a torpedo explodes beneath us, 


und notifies us that there is danger ahead. The 


train is stopped, and we find a car has been thrown 
from the track. Beinga a train for our ac- 
commodation, it matters little, as we can go and 
stop at our pleasure. Fortunately it is in a de- 
ligatful wood in which we find ourselves, and now 
wander forth in this realiy Sunny 
and are greeted by singing birds, 
the balmiest of June mornings. 
We eoon find ourselves en roate for Palestine, —not 
the one we read of in the Good Bock, although to 
us this seems overfiowing with milk and honey; 
and the inhabitants partake so freely of genuine 
goodness and hospitality that we would fain say, 
Let thy people be my people, and where thou 
stayest I will stay. The cars stop, and we hear 
the longed-for name screamed in our ears; and 
alight to find the genial Capt. Hays, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the road, 8 to act as escort to the 
spacious residence of Mr. H. M. Hoxie, who ten- 
dered to us one of the finest receptions the State 
of Texas ever witnessed. llere everything was on 
a scale of magnificence of which we never 
dreamed. The grounds surrounding Mr. Hoxie's 
residence are large, and in the most exquisite 
taste, in respect to adornment aud attractions, the 
eye can conceive of. The grass, which is called 
Bermuda grass, surpasses any wilton carpet we 
ever walked on, and each stooped to press with 
the hand this wonderful verdure of velvety soft- 
ness: Ascending to the broad piazza, we look 
back for an instant at the beautiful out-of-door 
scene, and only for a moment, for the door opens, 
the colored girl disappears, and the gentle, 
dignified, and tadylike Mrs. Hoxie bids 
us welcome. For several hours we are 
most delightfully entertained, and once more sit at 
a table covered with snowy Covering, and partake 
of food from delicate china and the brightest of 
silver, which seems good to us, for we have been 
accustomed of late to wash our dishes in a teacup 
and wipe them on a napkin. Could anything equal 
this bountifully-spread table before us? All na- 
tions share in its productions, and the sea bringeth 
forth from her watery deep to satisfy our hunger. 
If it is a compliment to eat heartily with ourfriends, 
then eurely Mr. and Mrs. H. M. Hoxie were more 
highly complimented than any person ever was be- 
fore, for I never saw such hungry people. 

The house is: magnificent in all its appointments 
and was handsomely decorated with dowers picked 
on this day. The mysteries of the telephone are 
discussed, a brief conversation indulged in 
with a gentleman at a distance, and we 
are told that it is time to bid our genial hostess 
adieu, and with regret we leave this hospitable 
friend, trusting to meet her soon in Austin. At 
the depot we find another Pullman and a dining- 
car awaiting us; or, as one expressed it. a train at 
our disposal. Over the broad prairies we ride, and 
here we bebold the cattle in vast numbers feeding 
on the wild _— and the landscape is most pleas- 
ing to behold, for, looking in either uirection, tne 
vast — stretches out before us, and as level as 
the floor on which we are now seated. On our 
right lies the farm of Mr. Allen, consisting of 
110, 000 acres, and so anxious were we to visit this 
farm that the tram was stopped, and single fle we 
mounted the stile and waiked the plank which led 
to the office, and examined the sacred cattle. which 
all were desirous of beholding. 


Here we gathered 
our arms full of 


moss to take to our 
Northern homes, and thus in the future remember 
these Southern forests, with their wierd-like 
beauty. What a panorama of beauty lies before 
as we near Galveston. Our guide calls our atten’ 
tion to the breastworks thrown up to protect the 
bridge which crosses the bay, and is two miles 
rnd a quarter in length. They still remain in a 
remarkable state of preservation. Slowly we nde 
over thé quiet waters of Galveston Bay, and enter 
the Island City of Oleanders. On all sides we are 
— with kindly words of welcome, and even- 
ng finds us entertained by some of Galveston's 
best representatives in the spacious Tremont 
House pariors. The evening is paseed most agree- 
ably, and we retire and think of the busy day 
before us. morning finds us on 
our way to the train, and we are 
seated in the peculiar little car which runs 
on this road for the delightful trip down the island. 
Stopping at Mr. S. Scuuder's. we are shown through 
his conservatory, and our arms filled with plants, 
which we trust may reach home in safety. and 
blossom for us. On we go, and the beauties of 
the island are freely discussed, the oleanders, 
which line the streets in double rows on either 
side, duly admired, and our train is backed on the 
switch, and we are left to stroll the beach. Here we 
wandsr—alone, of course—and pick up shelis, ex- 
claim over the beauties of the deep, view the 
wreck, which tells a sorrowful tale of suffering 
and battering with grim death, and the 
pcm ga Sem all on board, tin 
Ww es ts together again.

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THE HOME CLUB’S APPEAL. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cm, Dec. 17.—Being duly invested with all 
proper authority by The Home Club at their last 
session, I wish to make an appeal to all who care 
for the suffering, worthy poor, to aid us in our en- 
deavors to alleviate a little of the distress which 
prevails in our midst this winter, If the hard 
times have been so keenly felt by us who have no 
need for anxiety as to who will provide for us our 
many daily comforts,—who have enough and to 
spare of this world’s good things, —think what it 
bas brought to those whose feeble hands and ach- 
ing hearts are the only shield between starvation 
and the lives of little children as dear 
to them as . 
silent appeal to 
every one who is in sympathy with such work 
could see and hear the cases which almost daily 
come to my notice of people whose previous lives 
have been passed in the midst of plenty,—perhaps 
in luxury, —who, re no fault of their own, are 
reduced to the verge starvation. These are not 
ordinary poor persons,—not those whose normal 
condition is poverty, and who would lapse back 
into that condition, no matter how often they were 
lifted out of it,—but ladies of culture and refine- 
ment, who, with their tender little ones, have been 
left to fight the battle of life alone, with no friend 
save the Father of the fatherless. How terrib'e 
the battle has been none will ever truly know, 
for such never  biazon abroa their 
trial., and it is sometimes difiicult§ to 
learn enough of them to know how best to help 
them, or to induce them to accept. But baman 
hearts are much like oysters—warmth is sure to 
open them. And right here let me say, if Villa 
(was it not?) or any other friend will come to me 
with full hands they may drop a note to me in care 
of the editor, designating a day on which to go, 
and I shall be only too glad to have them see for 
themselves the heartbreaking scenes I so often 
witness. But I invite no one to go through idle 
curiosity. 

Perhaps it may make things a little clearer, and 
awaken a greater interest in thie work, if I insert 
here a portion of my private record for the last few 
weeks: 

Nov. 14—Received to-day from Mr. H. Jackson, 
through the editor's hands, for charitable purposes. 
$5. ay the blessings of the gratified recipients 
bring him comfort in the next world if not in this. 

Nov. 18—Received froma lady in Wisconsin a 
small donation, given in such a sympathetic spirit 
that it made me ashamed of my lack of zeal, Went 
immediately to see ** Black and Blue Sheep, and 
found her almost destitute of the barest necessaries 
of life. Gave her $1 and some other things, and, 
if my fund had been greater, could have given her 
ten times the amount with the certainty that it was 
weil invested. 

Otber small sums were disbursed at various times 
to parties I know well, and, later, ie an entry 
which reads: Called upon a lady who had been 
very ill—her husband. unable to get work in Chi- 
cago, had gone away to try to mend his fortune 
elsewhere; had not succeeded as yet, though she 
looked for news every day. In the meantime, 
she had parted with her furniture, pivee bv piece, 
and her best clothing aleo, to provide food for her 
five children. Now all was gone except the barest 
necessaries, her children were neariy shoeless, 
and the whole family had subsisted ttat whole da 
upon siz cents, and that was the last they had. 
fave them all i had in my purse, not much, but 

t would keep them from being hungry, —and O, 
how I wished for Fortunatus’ famous purse. ’ 

Can any of us imagine our own little ones going 
to bed hungry. ry ing for food in this boaste 
„Garden ofthe World“! Sisters, friends, will not 
your hearts respond and your hands keep time with 
them to this call for help for the helpless? Will 
not all who read this send just a little—the 

gate will be considerable—to our Treasurer, 
aine, 60 Twenty-third street? It will be sure to 
reach me, and I pledge myself it shall be made to 
go as far as ever money went. If any prefer to 
send clothing or proyisions, a note to me in care of 
the editor shall be promptiy attended to, 
and 1 will see {hat the articles are col- 
lected and disbursed to the best advan- 
tage. As soon as our Home is established 
(which we hope will be soon) all supplies can be 
sent there, but until then I will undertake to be 
personally responsible for anything received. 

I do most earnestiy beg that our country friends 
will re d to this-tbat every member of the 
Club insmaller towns will try to establish an aux- 
iliary club, collecting money if possible, because 
it costs nothing comparatively to send that, and we 
oe expend it to so much better advantage in the 
city. 

But everything will be acceptable until the 
Home is opened, and we shall hope for many a jar 
of butter. box of fruits, or smoked meats, or now 
and then a barrel of potatoes and flour from those 
who cau spare from their abundant stores when 
they would find t impossible to spare even a dollar 
in money, and 1 look for a hearty response from 
our fries ds in the city. Ithink they all feel sure 
by this time that this is no confdence scheme 
to play a Spencerian trick on a Liliputian scale, — 
it is simply the best method which has presented 
itself to a band of very earnest women, who see so 
much to be done that they know they can never do 
it alone, to succeed in lifiing from some of earth's 
sorrowing children the load which seems crushing 
out hope, faith, and almost humanity itself. It is 
no matter that you are not members of the Club, — 
you belong to the great Sisterhood; it is of noconse- 
quence that you have never written an essay or poem 
or prepared en article for publication; 1t is not 
such who are found in the front rank of those who 
do the most good. Do not be afraid of imposition. 
Every claim is quietly but thoroughly investigated 
before anything is done. We shall not be.likely to 
be led into mistakes: thoagh, pending the discov- 
ery of Utopia, we shall have to accept the world as 
we ünd it.

HOUSE-PLANTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Logansport. Ind., Dec. 18.—In the last number 
of The Home, three persons ask for information 
about plants. 1 could refer to the catalogues of 
several florists for full information, put I do not 
want to give any free advertising. It seems to me 
that florists and others would find it to tneir ad - 
vantage to advertise their wares in The Home sup- 
plement of Tun Trisung. 

There is one difficulty in the way of amateur 
florists: Different. flowers require different tem- 
perature, while most persons have to keep their 
flowersinone room, and that the living-room. 
The rose, carnation, violet, and some others, ao 
best in a temperature of from 55 to 60°. Bego- 
nias, Callas, and others, do best where the heat 
is from 65 to 70°. A room where flowers are kept 
should have a bare floor or oil-cloth, because dust 
is injurious to plants. The great enemy of flowers 
isa hot, dry atmosphere. Have an open stove, 
but dy all means keep plenty of water on the stove; 
ey . ry tee © you can. 

you have a bare flour or oil-cloth, s k) 
floor, as well as the plants, — 1 2 — 
watering- pot. 

Ivy Lyndon wants to know what will make her 
plants look more thrifty. No one caa tell without 
seeing them, but if she will follow my directions. 
f the roots are not a bad condition, whe ean 
make them look thrifty. Flowers want all the 
sun and light they can get in winter. She asks, 
Shall I water them every day? Flowers want water 
when they are dry. If in small pots or growin 
fast, they will need more water. Small pots wil 
absorb the little moisture in the little soil they 
have very fast. Some flowers take up much more 
water than others. Keep the pots in boxes of wet 
sand if you can. I think it a good plan to set the 
pots in a tub of moderately warm water for a few 
minutes.

ADVICE TO PLANT-OWNERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Oconomowoc, Wis., Dec. 17.—Permit me to 
answer several questions asked about floriculture. 

Myrtle Thorne, smilax does not want much 
water, neither the sunshine, unless at early morn- 
ing, nor yet great heat in our dry, hot sitting- 
rooms. Never water any plant with cold water; 
let it be just warm to the hand. Take a bit of fine 
sponge, wet with warm water, and wipe the leaves 
every day instead of keeping the soil so wet. Such 
tuberous-rooted plants do not thrive with too much 
water; a proportion of sand to the soil will 
aid the drainage, and the vase need not be more 
than four or five inches in size. 

Ivy Lyndon, geraniums will do very well with 

very little warm water during the winter, and in 
quite small vases. I have several in three-inch 


* vases that want water only each alternate day in 


warm, weather; in damp, wet days, once 
in three days does — well, a keeps 
them growing and blooming during winter.

CAKE AND PIE. 
| To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Farwinetor, III., Dec. ‘17.—I want to give 
Chicken the benefit of my wisdom, and instruct her in 
backwheat-cake making. I never knew chickens 
cared how cakes were made, but I am never sur- 
prised at anything. Now to the cakes: Take half a 
cup baker's yeast or dry yeast to equal it, one tea- 
spoonful salt and warm water, and buttermilk 
enough to make a thick batter, using three-fourths 
ofa quart flour; make the milk and water one- 
fourth milk. In the morning dissolve a teaspoon- 
ful of soda in lukewarm water, add a tablespoonfal 
sweet milk, and make the batter right consistency 
to bake. They will be better the second morning. 
To mix after the first time use the water, butter- 
milk, and salt as above directed. If you cannot 
get the buttermilk, Heaven help you—I cannot. 

Some one asked for mince-pies last week. I wil! 
give a simple recipe, easily made, and good, and 
one good-sized piece won't bring up the ghosts of 
all your dead ancestors,—I doubt if a whole pie 
would. After your meat gets cold, chop it, and 
also chop good, juicy apples (R. I. Greenings and 
Belldowers are excellent); ase twice as much 
apple as meat. Use boiled cider enough to make 
very jucy; I prefer sour cider. Add cinnamon and 


} nutmeg your taste, also sugur, and as mhny 


raisins as you can afford. Set on the stove and 
cook 1 It will keep e all winter. If not 
sweet or moist enough, add sugar and cider. 

Now let me afflict you with a cake equal to 
patent medicine and many other inventions. You 
know patent medicine is good for so many things; 
80 is my cake good for a good many kinds, and 
combines goodness with cheapness. This is the 
foundation or cake: One-third cup butter, yellow 
or white; two e@ups light brown sugar, 
two eggs—beat whites and yolks together. 
Mix utter and sugar to a cream. 
then add eggs. One cnp of new sweet milk, in 
which stir one teaspoonful of soda, three cunse of 
sifted flour; to this add two teaspoonfuls of cream- 
tartar, and siftagain. Stir all together, and bake 
seven layers in medium-sized tins. For jeily- 
cake, of course you take jelly; for orange-cake. 
take the juice and grated rind of one orange—sour 
is the best; beat the whites of two eggs, add the 
orange, and make stiff with sugar; lay up with 
this. If you wish to economize in eggs, use the 
white of one aud yolks of three to make your 
cake, reserving the whites of the other two for 
your frosting. For lemon-cake, use the same cake; 
make the frosting of one egg. the juice of one 
lemon, and a teaspoonful of extract of lemon. For 
vanilla, the white of two eggs, flavored with 
vanilla. For cocoa-nat, the white of two eggs. 
thickened with sugar, and grated cocoa- nut.

MEAT COOKING. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Rocxroryp, Dec. 18.—Aunt Lucy's letter and 
Frankie's remarks on recipes have induced me to 
come again. I agree with Frankie in saying that 
recipes are not useless; they help not only the 

young, but the old housekeeper. I have found 
several things in The Home that have been useful 
to me, and I have been a housekeeper for nearly 
thirty years. The fact is, we must eat, and that 
brings the necessity for knowing how to cook, and 
in these hard times we must economize; aad 
another thing we ought to have, and that is a 
variety in our way of cooking. It is sometimes 
difficult to get much of a variety of material, but 
we should always try to make a little change in 
our bill of fare; a little surprise in the shape or 
something new will make the meal pass off pleas- 
antly when the family comes to the table. 

The foliowing is a good way to cook and use up 
all your cold meats: Get a neck piece of beef; it 
i — and you will find it sweet and juicy. It 

ov want it to retain all its nutriment, put it in 

iling water; or, if for soups, ‘pat in cold water. 
Watch it till it comes to a boil, that you may take 
off all the scum; then put in a tablespoonfal of 
salt, and boil till tender. For dinner make a 

ravy of some of the liquor; set the rest away to 

be made into gravy for otner meals. The children 
always like it. For supper, the cold meat is al- 
ways nice; for breakfast, slice up enough for the 
meal and warm up with some of the liquor, a lamp 
of butter, pepper, salt, and a little flour. For 
dinner, cut in small pieces and stew with water, 
season with pepper, salt, and butter. with a little 
flour, and make mto 2 pie same as chicken pie. 
You can also make hash for breakfast of 
the bits of cold meat, or make it ap with a gravy 
and pour it over a dish of toast. You see how 
many dishes can be made up with one kind of 
meat. Your family will not tire of one thing if it 
is prepared in different ways. This may sound 
foolish to those who have plenty, but to those 
whose means are limited these hints may be of 
value.

Cnc, Dec. H. In answer to Mirtie Thorne’s 
inquiries I would say that, if her smilax has been 
growing the past season. in all probability it is now 
dying down to rest. If this is the case, cut it off 
and set it away for three or four months; then 
bring it oat, repot it, and start growing. Itisa 
good plan to let those plants rest through the sum- 
mer; if esmilax is treated this way, and started to 
grow in the fall, there is no climbing-plant that 
will surpoase it for its graceful beauty in 
winter. While growing it loves plenty of water, 
light, and a warm, even temperature.

mold (which is decayed» vegetable matter) 
is one of the best i ts to mix with 


sand and turfy loam for it to flourish in. 
The use of poor garden soil is in many cases the

quire a copious supply of water while growing and 
in bloom, while the cactus at this season of the 
year lives and blooms on what it has stored away 
verre the summer.

Capt. Burton was then 83 years of age, a 
courageous, resolute and traveler, fond 


in French fashion ; 
apparently paying mo attention to what was go- 
ing on around hig, though we were struck by 
the exceeding brill and intelligence of his 
eye, whenever _deoked up. As it was 
not Shepheard’s habit to allow natives, 
especially those of a lower class, to sit at his 
table-d’hote, I carelessly questioned him con- 
cerning this person; but received only a vague 
answer, and dropped the subject. But, when 
we saw the man several days in succession, in 
the same place, our curiosity began to be excit- 
ed; fanned as it was by Shepheard’s hints, that 
we would know very soon who that Arab was, 
and might be rather surprised.’ At last, after 
playing this farce several days, doubtless 
tired of want of and enforced 
silence, Burton (for it was he) dropped the veil, 
announced his real pamie and character, and as- 
tonished us all not a little by the announcement 
that the ramor we bad heard and disbelieved 
was founded on truth; as he had K returned 
with the pilgrims from the (Ha)) pilgrimage 
from Mecca.

Snow-Squalls—Settlers Needed to Develop 
the Country—“Injin Jim ”—Grassy Creeks 
Falling Trees—Broken Country Pre- 
ferred by the Buffaloes—Crow Indians— 
The Crows Make It Warm fora Small 
Party of Nez Perces, Even in Cold 
Weather. 

Svectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Bio-Horn Post, Mont., Nov. 22.—It is im- 
possible to predict what the winter will be in 
the Big-Horn Valley, though thus far we have 
had but little of what may be termed winter- 
weather. True, there have been some rains, 
with snow enough to whiten the ground, which 
disappeared when the sun came out, doing no 
particular damage to any one. The grass maip- 
tains itself in all its strength, and affords good 
grazing for the great herds of buffaloes that 
still range through this portion of the country. 

As yet there are no herds of tame cattle here- 

about, but the time is not far distant when 

there will be plenty of such herds, and farm- 
houses will be common enough all along the 

Big-Horn Mountains and the courses of the 

streams that rise in that range. It is not all 

good land hereaway, nor is it all bad land; there 
is more of the latter than of the former, but 
enough good, productive land to afford homes 
tor a great number of farmers. The soil is ex- 
cellent, and all kinds of grain can be produced. 

High winds are not as common here as they 
are aloug the course of the Union Pacific Rail- 


road, and there is more timber along the courses 
ot the streams. In the mountains there is an 
extensive growth of pine, capable of making 
lumber enough for houses, barns, etc., etc.,— 
much of which can be made into good, clear, 
merchantable stuff. Bricks of an excellent 
quality have been made near the mouth of the 
Little Big Horn, and I saw piles of bricks which 
had been made and abandoned at the site of old 
Fort Phil Kearney. 

Like all new countries, the settlers them- 
selves must find out what is best for them to 
do in the way of developing the Various re- 
sources that surround them. I believe that 
cattie-raising will be one of the great industries 
of this country, and, at the same time, the 
farmer can raise all of the vegetabies and 
which may be necessary for the support of his 
family,—in this respect it being different from 
many other good grazing lands in this upland 
region. That good fruits can be raised also, 
there can be little doubt, as wild plums, choke- 
cherries, and currants are found in many locali- 
ties. Cultivation does wonders for every coun- 
try, and this will be found to be no exception. 

While coming to this country, an odd sort of 
a genius, who called himseif *‘ Injin Jim,“ join- 
ed our party. His sobriquet—which I have no 
doubt he is as much entitled to as Buckskin 
Bob” and Buffalo Kit“ are to theirs—he seem- 
ed to enjoy very much indeed, and never tired 
of relating his exploits, provided he could get 
an audience. He appeared to have traveled ex- 
tensively in the mountains, and was as dirty a 
little cub as could be found in a week’s travel. 
When we reached the field where Maj. Reno 
made his famous defense against the Indians, 
he visited the ground alone, and,in looking 
over some old trousers which he found, and 
which belonged to a soldier that had been killed, 
he discovered $11 in greenbacks. This discovery 
gave him unbounded satisfaction, and he was 
never tired of showing his money to those who 
would look at it. “Injin Jim” wore an im- 
mense, broad-brimmed white hat, a dilapidated 
soldier-overcoat, and a pair of buckskin trousers 
that had seen much arduous and constant serv- 
ice. tte was of some service as a guide, and 
occasionally returned from his long trips on 
either side of the trail with a hatful of wild 
red plums, that the children ate with the utmost 
relish. Why shouldn't ne make his mark as 
well as many another man? 

Greasy Grass, Rotten Grass, and Grass Lodge 
are the names of some of the creeks in this 
greasy region, which flow into the Big Horn and 

ittle Big Horn Rivers. In fact, the grass in 
some piaces here is the very best I have ever 
seen inany country. It is no wonder, therefore, 
that the buffaloes like it, and that there are yet 
immense herds of these unwieldy animals here. 
There is a vast — yet unoccupied, and 
wild animals are found in great numbers. Oc 
casionally, during the nights, we hear the hoot- 
ings of the owl, and now and then the tremen- 
dous crashing of a great tree that is falling. 
Land-slides, too, are not uncommon, when im- 
mense masses Of soil slide off into the river, 
* great echoes for miles and miles 
around. The banks of the Big Horn are very 
high in some places, and huge masses of soil 
topple over, shaking the earth. In this way, 
long tongues of lan 
bottoms, and the channel deflected. 

There is much broken country, on which there 
appears to be little or no vegetation, and there 
is something unaccountable in this fact that on 
this very land the buffaloes roam about, finding 
thereon enough to satisfy their wants. ‘Buffalo- 
trails lead invariably toward water-courses, as 
the animals drink twice each day, sleeping and 
grazing on the uplands. They are very fond of 
the dry bunch-grass, that is ae different from 
the green grass which borders the creeks and 
rivers. Where these herds can find excellent 
subsistence, there will be no difficulty about 
raising fine herds of tame cattle, horses, and 
sheep. For some reason or other, our Western 
farmers, in many instances, do not succeed well 
with their sheep, though this is by no means 
true of the Mexicans in Colorado and New Mex- 
ico, who rear immense flocks and ure wealthy. 

The Crow Indians are coming in from the 
Agency,—the new post being on their reserva- 
tion,—and occasionaliy ride about on horseback 
in all the glory of war-paint, blankets, breech- 
clouts, and buckskin. There is a smell about 
an Indian that is unmistakable, and is anything 
but * it arises from a mixture of lodge- 
smoke, grease, aud nastiness. When the In- 
dians are mounted, and are a sufficiert distance 
away, there is something picturesque about 
them; but, when close by, they are, as Mark 
Twain says, rather too technical by for me. 
The squaws love dogs; and on Sundav last 1 
saw four or five of them, and as many children, 
with between twenty and thirty dogs of the 
wolf breed following them, though one of the 
dogs, a stump-tailed one, fooked for all the 
world like a slim bear, or a bear that had been 
nearly starved to death. These dogs are nui- 
sauces about an indian camp, as they snap end 
snarl at every one who comes near; and their 
howling is almost like that of a pack of wolves. 
What on earth they get to eat is something I 
cannot find out, as the Indians themselves ap- 
pear to eat all substances that are eatable to be 
tound anywhere near their camps. These ani- 
mals are perfectly ravenous. 

About twenty Crows came in some days since 
to act as guides and spies for the soldiers now 
stationed at this post. While on their way they 
fell in with four Nez-Perce Indians, who were 
on their way back to their own country as best 
they could. The Crows immediately attacked 
them, and killed three of them on the spot. 
The other one made his escape. When they 
came near the post with the Nez-Perce scalps on 
long poles tdey shouted, fired their guns, 
passed up and down on their ponies, sh 
the scalps in the greatest glee, and were as 
proud of their skirmish as if they had accom- 
— some great feat. They told Col. 

rackett that they knew the white men were at 
war with the Nez-Perces, and thought it was 
their duty to assist the whites as much as they 
were able. There is no doubt the Nez-Perces 
killed were a portion of the band which has 
lately heen butchering so many white people.
